REMARKS 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated December 12, 2011, Applicants 
elect Group I, claims 1-8, without traverse and amend the application. Claims 56-68 are 
new. Claim 10 has been canceled. Claims 18-45 are withdrawn from consideration. 
Claims 1, 9, 16 and 46 are amended. Applicants reserve the right to file, at a later date, 
additional divisional applications claiming priority from the present application which are 
directed to the non-elected inventions. 

Claim 9 has been amended to depend on claim 1. Therefore, it is believed that 
claims 9 and 11-17 share unity of invention with the elected Group L Support for this 
amendment can be found on page 16, lines 9-1 1 where it is described that identifying is 
optionally performed by detecting, recording and analyzing positions of gait movements. 

Claim 46 has been amended to depend on claim 1 . Therefore, it is believed that 
claims 46-55 share unity of invention with the elected Group L Support for this 
amendment can be found on page 4, lines 15-25; page 16, line 26 to page 18, line 26, 
inter alia. 

New claim 56 finds support from original claim 9, inter alia, in which this 
limitation was deleted and moved to this dependent claim. 

New claim 57 finds support from page 9, line 19-27; page 22, lines 20-26, inter 
alia, of the specification as filed. 

New claim 58 finds support from page 23, lines 16-21; page 24, lines 15-18, inter 
alia, of the specification as filed. 

New claim 59 finds support from page 13, lines 1 1-14; page 23, lines 27-28, inter 
alia, of the specification as filed. 

New claim 60 finds support from page 19, line 30-35; page 20, lines 1-12, inter 
alia, of the specification as filed. 

New claim 61 finds support from page 23, lines 33-35, inter alia, of the 
specification as filed. 

New claim 62 find support from page 9, lines 27-29; page 11, lines 2-4, inter alia, 
of the specification as filed. 
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New claims 63-66 find support from page 11, line 25 to page 12, line 12, inter 
alia, of the specification as filed. 

New claim 67 finds support from page 13, lines 20-27; page 19, lines 30-31; page 
20, lines 2-6, inter alia, of the specification as filed. 

New claim 68 finds support from page 19, lines 20-24, inter alia, of the 
specification as filed. 

Applicant believes the claims are in a condition for allowance. Notice to this effect is 
respectfully requested.
